Paper I'rum Weed Palp. 

The fall of the apple seeu by Sir 
Isaac Newton, or the lifting of the 
kettle lid watched by Watt, was 
scarcely more prolific of results than 
a walk taken in the woods by one 
Hermau Keller, who ssw a hornet’s 
nest, was led loexamiue it aud ex¬ 
perimentally ascertained that, it was 
of paper made from wood fillers, 
according to the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger. 

Before that time material for 
paper manufacture had been diffi¬ 
cult to get. Rags had been used, 
and for this purpose great quanti¬ 
ties were imported into the United 
States. Later straw was used. 
Neither material was satisfactory 
substance for the manufacture of 
paper and both became almost 
prohibitive in price. 

Actiug upon the hiut which he 
received from the hornet’s nest, Kel¬ 
ler invented a wood-grinding ma¬ 
chine which was quickly purchased 
try paper manufacturers. 

In the first step in tnakiug paper 
from wood, trees of twelve inches 
or less in diameter are out iuto 
lengths of fout feet. The bark is 
removed, the knots out out, aud the 
smooth log is placed in a frame 
oontaiuiug a grindstone which re¬ 
volves laterally to the log, tearing 
the wood iuto the fine fibers. A 
stream of water is constantly played 
upou the log, at its point of contact 
with the rapidly revolving grind- 
stoue, iu order to keep the wood 
from being charred by the heat of 
frioi ion. 

The pulpy mass which is the re¬ 
sult of this operation is in reality in¬ 
numerable minute fihets, invisible to 
the naked eye. When the pulp ia 
spread upon a fine screen wire iu the 
desired thickness and the water 
draineo away, the interwoveu fibers 
harden aud bind, formiug a strong 
thin mat of paper. 

This paper is further dried, iron¬ 
ed or glazed, until it is iu suitable 
condition for its various uses. The 
ttround-wood palp supplied a tong 
felt need. The forty-four paper 
mills of 1770 have increased to 716 
mills, which supply paper for the 
thousands or dailies, weeklies and 
other periodicals and book publish¬ 
ers in the United States.— Ex.

Kvery School Child In New York 

State Will Do His Bit For Louvain. 

Nkw York, N. Y. November 22— 
Pennies and nickles and dimes of 
school children of New York State 
will help to bnild America’s war me¬ 
morial in Belgium, the Univeraity of 
Louvain Library, which is to be the 
“ speaking history of America’s part 
in the World War.” 

In the week between December 3d 
and iotb, every school child in tbe 
State will be asked to give bis mite to 
help complete New York’s part of 
the million dollar memorial fund. 

When tbe famous Library was 
destroyed by the invading army in 
1914, an American committee to 
restore the splendid building to 
Belgium was immediately formed. 
Without any compaign for funds, 
$180,000 was received, the corner¬ 
stone laid, and the foundation walls 
begun. The present is to complete 
the fund so that the work may go on 
uninterruptedly and the building be 
completed by 1925, the 500th an- 
viversary of tbe founding of the uni¬ 
versity. 

The building will represent the
